would be the key-note of harmonious action
thronghout the session. The Assembly by
unanimity elected Dr. Backus, who took the
chair amidst great applause,

The Moderator briefly returned his thanks,
and, while feeling deeply the compliment of
hbis gelection, exp the deep reluctance
which he and every man must feel in accept-
ing a position of such responsibility at such
a time. He trangted the session of the As-
sembly would continue to be marked by the
same harmonious spirit that has thus far ani-
mated it.

OBITUARY.

David Octaviaos HNL, RS (A,

‘I'his distingnished Scottish artist died yes-
terday in London, He was born in 1802, at
Perth, Bcotland, and had reached the good
old age of sixty-nine. He displayed at an
early age a taste for art, which was judieionsly
fostered by his father, who sent him to Edin-
burgh to complete his studies. 1In 1523, when
aged but twenty-one, he first exhibited at
Edinburgh three pictures which gave un-
misiakable proofs of the artistie skill he was
to display in the future. Mr. Hill's works
consist of a series of sixty paintings, illustra-
tive of the scenery of his native conntry, He
also Eninted many English and Irish pictures,
which have received high praise. The
greatest of his works was a large painting
commemoralive of the disruption of the
Seottish Church in the year 1843, This
remarkable composition, which represents
the signing of the deed of demission and aoct
of separation, contains over four hundred
portraits. In 18850 Mr. Hill was appointed
necretary of the Royal Seottish Acm}emy of
Painting, He was also the first to suggest
the formation of the Royal Scottish Associa-
tion for the promotion of Fine Arts. Ho also
condributed much to the success of photo-
graphy, and under his artistie directions it
was greatly benefited. In 1850 he was ap-
pointed one of the Commissioners of the
Board of Mannfactures in Scotland, a body
which has under its direction the Government
School of Art and the National Gallery of
Scotland. Up to within a few years ago he
kas diligently worked at his easel, and did not
quit it until compelled by old age.
